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FBI Prepares Report on Black Militants

The FBI has prepared a re- 
port on the underground black 
nationalist movement in the 
United States that 'may ex- 
plain the sudden outbreak of 
violence in Cleveland. Under a 
.Negro inayor, Carl Stokes, the 
city has been making great 
progress toward racial under- 
standing. A handful of black 
nationalists began shooting po- 
lice there last week Who were 
merely towing away a parked 
car. 

The report may also explain 
some of the moves by black 
militants in Washington. 

Finally, it gives a key to the 
tremendous upsurge in the 
popularity of George Wallace, 
Who represents a latent Amer- 
ican fascism whose answer to 
Negro violence is white , vio- 
lence. 

What the FBI, has found in 
Washington is that black mili- 
tants have worked out a plan 
to take over the Nation’s Capi- 
tal. The militants argue that 
Negroes are now in the major- 
ity and that given home rule 
ithey can take over the city. 

I :Af present, Washington is 
governed by a Negro mayor, 
Walter Washington, an able 
executive, who is supported by 
a city council, with five Negro 
and four white members. 
Mayor Washington is consid- 
ered much too moderate by 
the black militants. They have 
worked/ out the following 
strategy, neighborhood by 
neighborhood. 

First, they will itry to per- 
suade the moderates to be- 


come militant, and if they fail, 
then bury them with frustra- 
tion and harassment. When 
the moderates hold meetings, 
the strategy is to break up the 
meetings or to be so unreason- 
able that the moderates will 
have to dissociate themselves 
from the meetings. , 

This was the explanation of 
the recent meeting to discuss 
neighborhood control of po- 
lice, in an African Methodist 
Episcopal church where the 
black militants demanded that 
all whites leave. The whites 
present had been strong sup- 
porters of Negro progress. 
When they left, some moder- 
ate Negroes walked out with 
them. 

Stokely Carmichael sat quiet- 
ly in a back row of the meet- 
ing. He had been one of the 
architects of the new strategy. 
Another was Chuck Stone, for- 
mer assistant to Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell. Both militant 
and moderate Negroes are 
burnt up over the double 
standard of ethical conduct in 
Congress, whereby Powell, a 
Negro, was expelled while ho 
action is taken against white 
Congressmen who misbehave. 

This has caused far more re- 
sentment in the black world 
that Congressional leaders 
realize and appears to moder- 
ates to be 'a legitimate case 
gainst Congress. 

Carmichael has been laying 
low following his subversive 
statements in foreign coun- 
tries. He has been careful not 
to say anything publicly which 
would cause his arrest. 

His operations, however, 


have been very carefully fol- 
lowed by the Justice Depart- 
ment, including some of his 
talks with the late Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., who 
finally persuaded Carmichael 
to stay out of the poor Peo- 
ple’s march. 

The Rev. Ralph David Aber- 
nathy seems more susceptible 
to CarmichaeTs persuasion 
than was Dr. King, Shortly be- 
fore the start of the Poor Peo- 
ple’s march, Mr. Abernathy 
told the New York Times: “I 
love Stokely. He’s a wonderful 
guy. I may disagree with indi- 
viduals like him on strategy, 
but not on goals. All I know is 
that we will remain nonvi- 
olent.” 

Carmichael's real goal, how- 
ever, is the overthrow of the 
United States government. He 
spelled this out last Aug. 18 in 
Hanoi at an Afro-American 
rally attended largely by 
North Vietnamese: • 

“We are hot reformists,” he 
said, ‘We do not seek to re- 
form. We dio hot wish to he 
part; of the U.S. government, 
of its system. We -are revolu- 
tionaries. We seek to change 
the imperialist system of, the 
Unlilted States. We will be sat- 
isfied with nothing less. 

“We are comrades,” he told 
the North Vietnamese, “be- 
cause we seek to redeem hu- 
manity, because we seek to 
stop the greatest destroyer of 
humanity — the United 
States; When we succeed, and 
we will succeed, our blood, 
our lives would have been a 
little price to pay.” 

Probably Carmichael did 


not know that his words were • 
picked up by powerful U.S. 
monitors. What he does know,’ 
however, is that his words in : 
Hanoi cannot be used to prose^ 
cute him in the United States -7.. 
because the Justice Depart-7-* 
ment can get no witnesses- ;■ 
from Communist countries. >77" 
Back in the United States,-* 
Stokely is being very careful" 
not to repeat these remarks. 
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
